Please cancel claim 26. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 9-16, 18-19 and 27 are allowed over the prior art of record as 
amended in the reply filed 9/05/2007 in which claim 1 was amended and new claims 26- 
27 were added. Examiner also acknowledges and approves the amended drawings 
and amended specification filed 9/05/2007. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a safety dialysis needle/catheter system 
with a shaped memory catheter portion with two different operable shape configurations 
which change when exposed to the tissue of a patient, a penetration needle, and safety 
needle stick system which allows for retraction the needle within the catheter, the 
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needle safety feature including a spring, button, lock and stop that allows the catheter to 
form the needle guard. 

The closest prior art of record is Halseth (6,398,743) and Balbierz et al. 
(5,94,744), however these combination of references do not disclose the device as 
claimed by Applicant and as described above. 

Regarding claim 1 , the closest prior art of record fails to teach among all the 
limitations the shape memory catheter portion with the tissue influenced configurations 
and the needle with safety inadvertent needle stick mechanism comprising a spring, 
button, lock and stop. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
